STATEMENT OF FACTS 

The present continuation application was filed on March 9, 2004, along with a 
Preliminary Amendment indicating the domestic and foreign priority data. A copy of said 
amendment is attached herewith for the PTO's convenience.

On April 22, 2004, the PTO issued the application filing receipt with the wrong 

priority data listed. 

In response, the Applicant filed a "Request for Corrected Filing Receipt" on May 
10, 2004. A copy of said Request is attached for the PTO's convenience. 

On June 4, 2004, the PTO issued a "Notice Regarding Benefit/Priority Claim(s)". 
The PTO alleges that a "Prior-Filed Nonpro visional Application has been Improperly 
Indicated as a National Stage (35 U.S.C. 371) AppUcation." (See page 2 of the instant 
Notice.) The PTO further alleges that "[a]pplicant submitted a benefit claim to a prior- 
filed nonprovisional application and improperly indicated that the prior-filed application 
is a national stage application under 35 U.S.C. 371. The Office's records show that the 
prior-filed application is an application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a)." 

Applicants disagree and submit that the Notice was issued in error. 

REMARKS 

As it is apparent fi-om the attached documents. Applicants' Preliminary 
Amendment of March 9, 2004 and Request for Corrected Filing Receipt of May 10, 2004 
do not contain a claim for priority to a national stage application under 35 U.S.C. 371. 
Furthermore, the PTO allegation that "[t]he Office's records show that the prior-filed 
application is an application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a). . . [t]he Office has entered the 
benefit claim to the prior-filed application as a benefit claim to an application filed under 
35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a)" is erroneous. Accordingly, 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a)-" AppUcation" provides 
general guidelines about a new patent application. Accordingly, Section 1 1 1(a) is not a 
proper section to make a claim for priority. 

Thus, Applicants believe that the present Notice dated June 4, 2004 was issued in 
error and ask the PTO to consider and enter the Request for Corrected Filing Receipt filed 
by the Applicant on May 10, 2004 and the Preliminary Amendment filed on March 9, 
2004. For the PTO's convenience, Applicant's enclose herewith an Application Data
